PREFACE. 



The English Orthographical Expositor by Daniel 
radon, of which' a new and revised edition is 
jre presented, has justly enjoyed a wide popular- 
f in the educational world for the space of half a 
»tury. This has been owing to the peculiar 
laptiveness of the book to the wants of that large 
)rtion of every community whose education is 
Bcessarily conducted with special reference fo the 
jquirements of practical life. The larger diction- 
ries, now in use in many of our schools, are encum- 
ered with much that is irrelevant to the wants of 
le young student, especially where the object is to 
cquire merely a plain English education, and to 
iam those uses and significations of words which 
re the most frequent in the general literature of 
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the day and in ordinary conversation. Such an j 
object is best attained by a work which excludes 
the vocabulary of a higher scholarship. In addi- « 
tion to this, the great changes which have been ■ 
wrought in our countty during the past four years ' 
have brought within the paljB of education a nu- 
merous class who were before entirely deprived •: 
df its advantages. To meet the early wants of 
tixia class the present work is eminently adapted, 
tod it is hoped that the improvements which have 
been made on the previous editions, in correcting j 
many of the 'definitions and adapting the spelling 
to the prevailing standard, will render the workj 
still more worthy of the approbation and patronage]

PREFACE 

TO THE FIRST EDITION (1818). 



Every person of reflection will readily perceive that children 
whose orthographical exercises are confined to the collections 
fonnd in our common spelling books, must be left extremely 
deficient in one of the fundam/ental and most important branches 
of their education*; and that, on the other hand, those who are 
oppressed (as too many are) with the endless toil of studying 
all the useless pages of an entire dictionary, must necessarily 
consume much of their precious time to no valuable purpose. 

The compilers of the English Orthographical Expositor ^ aware 
of these two extremes, have long felt the want of a suitable 
book to follow that of the common spellings in their respective 
seminaries ; and, seeing no probability of having this want sup- 
plied from the pens of others, have been constrained, in addi- 
tion to the labors of their usual occupation, to undertake the 
compilation of the work which they now submit to public in- 
spection, They believe it to be as good a "selection of English 
words as can easily be made, and they hone the orthography, 
divisibri, accentuation, and explanations will be found correct, 
and sanctioned by the best modern authorities. 

It may be proper here to observe that, in spelling. Dr. Johrv- 
son has been almost invariably followed, while Walker has been 
made the standard of accentuation and division. 

As the object of the compilers has been to make a compendi- 
ous and useful spelling hooky rather than a minute explaining 
dictionary^ they have generally omitted short words of easy 
spelling and obvious meaning, and all obsolete words, technical 
terms and derivatives, where they judged the attainment of 
correct spelling or useful information did not require their 
insertion. 

The division and accentuation of the words, in conformity to 
the most approved authorities, will, it is hoped, have a happy 
tendency in leading youth to a just pronunciation, and, at tne 
same time, bring the book down to the capacity and use of even 
the younger classes.
